FRUIT TREES BY MICE AND RABBITS

Pests Girdle the Trees Simple Remedy To Clean tho
Sod Away For Several Inches and Making a

Mound Around Each Tree

(J. II. Carmody, Department of Horti-
culture, Kentucky Agricultural

Station.)
Field mlco and rabbits frequently

cause considerable damage to young
fruit trees In Kentucky by girdling.
Oftentimes the troo is completely gir-

dled for a spaco of several Inches In
length and in oxtremo cases tho in-

jury extends even down to tho roots.
This form of injury Is especially no-

ticeable where the young orchard has
been in sod. In order, to protect a tree
against Injury of this kind It Is best
to cloan tho sod away from tho tree
for a space of several inches in tho
fall and then make a mound about six
or eight inchefl high around oach tree,
packing it quite firm. This will not
only sorvo ns a protection against
rodonts, but it will act as a brace for
tho tree and prevent It from whipping
In the wind.

Young tree girdled by mice or rab-
bits. Note the Jagged edges of the
bark that must be trimmed smooth.

Treatment of tills kind Is usually not
thought of in time and tho orcbardlst
is often dismayed In spring to find his
trees seemingly entirely ruined. The
outer bark will be easily removed, and
It is plain to see that tho tree will die
unless something Is done immediately,

A very simple way to repair this n
damage is by means of bridge graft-
ing. First trim all tho injured bark
away to sound, live bark. Next solcct

(Miss Mary E Sweeney, Head of
Home Economics Department, Ken-
tucky State University.)
Aro you a successful housekeeper? is

What assures you that you aro? Tho
amount of money saved out of your
housekeeping allowanco? Is that the
highest test for efficiency In homo ad-

ministration? What are the funda-
mentals by which you Judge the suc-
cess of any system of Industrial man-
agement? By three things tho quality
and quantity of tho output, tho labor
required and the cost of production.
Can we Judge the home by theso same
fundamentals? The output of tho
home is citizens, and the state and so-

ciety have the right to demand that
thoy be healthy, happy and useful;
that tho housewives keep their fam-
ilies In such a condition of health and
mind that they can maintain their high- -

(

est worKing capacity lor me mngesi
period possible; that this bo done with
an economical expenditure of brain,
muscle and money. Tho world of to-

day Is stamping as inefficient the
housewife who with an undue amount
of physical labor and mental stress
produces the kind of oltlze'nshlp which
society demands.

When a person determines to build
a house he first decides upon the sum
of money bo expects to spend; he then
engages tho services of an architect,
who Indicates by drawings and speci-
fications tho dimensions of tho struc-
ture, the number and size of the rooms,
tho windows and doors, the porches
and closets which such a sum of money
will secure. Every dotail of the build-
ing Is provided for bofore the founda-
tion is dug. This set f drawings,
known as blue prints, Is indispensable
to the architect, the contractor and tho
workmen.

In housekeeping the budget Is to a
housewife what the sot of bluo prints
Is to the builder. In her household ex-

penditure, which Includes food, cloth-
ing, lights and coal, rent, or, if the
property Is owned, taxes, Insurance
and ropars, ice, telephone, dentist
bills and other miscellaneous expendi-
tures, a budget Is simply fixing the
amount of tho family purse that will
bo eaten, worn, lived In, burned, or
otherwise expended. In the methods
adopted In using this household allow-
ance probably tho most universal Is
the "hit and miss" method In which

Introducing New Hogs,

load or It may bo wrapped with frah
cow manure. Tho edges of tho bark
and tho points where tho clons are
inserted should be covered with graft-
ing wax. Tho number of clons to use
will depend upon the oxtont of tho In-

jury. A more speedy recovery will
take place where a larger number are
used. If the tree is completely gir-

dled at loast four should bo Inserted.
Keep down any growth that tends to
start from the buds on tho clons.

Grafting wax may be made as fol-

lows:
4 pounds of resin.
2 pounds of beeswax.
1 pound of tallow. ,

Crush tho resin and cut up the tal-

low and beeswax. Boll all three to-

gether until they ore completely dis-

solved. Pour this dissolved mass into
pall of cold water and allow to cool

for a fow minutes. Grease tho hands
well and pull the wax until it is light
brown In color. Wrap In greased paper
and uso as needed.

THE HOUSEKEEPER

tho housowife keeps within her house-
hold Income by spending almost reck-
lessly when crops aro good or business

flourishing, or skimping unreason-
ably when crops are poor or when
there Is a financial stringency In busi-
ness.

Every one Is more or less familiar
with the second method, where no rec-
ords are kept, and bills are paid so
long as the Income lasts. There Is on
tho part of the housewife no Idea of
tho proportion of the money, available
for running the house, that Is spent for
groceries, tho cost of a servant In
wages, addltlonnl food consumed and
In tho waste; and If she falls to live
within tho amount apportioned her,
sho finds no way to reduce her deficit.
Probably the cause of the failure of
women to adopt these methods of con-

ducting their housekeeping In a busine-

ss-like way Is the lack of previous
systematic business training and a
half-hearte- d belief that tho many
Items which enter Into tho dally rou-tln- o

will not yield to household ac-
counting.

Tho third method Is tho budget sys-

tem, In which a woman knows tho
amount of tho family housekeeping
appropriation; that her rent must fall
within twenty per cent If the salary Is
$1,000 to $2,000; shu understands that
nlno to twelvo per cent must be allow-
ed for clothing; that the food demands
twenty to thirty per cent of tho total
amount (these estimates were based
upon budgets which were In uso by
families in various parts of the coun-
try and collected by Bruere). Operat-
ing expenses, Including hent, light, wa-

ter, Ice, telephone and miscellaneous
oxpenso, cost the family with $1,000
to spend $200 per ypar; tho amount
spont for advancement, such as books,
magazines, dally papers, lectures, mu-

sic, clubs and societies must be deter-
mined by tho Individual family group,
but they are almost Invnrlably an In-

dex of the culture of tho family. In
building the family health, efficiency
and happiness the woman with the
budget plans to place every dollar
where It will glvo tho greatest benefit
to tho largest number of tho family
group; she puts Into her plans and
specifications for every month tho
same amount of brains, administration,
and system that her husband puts into
his business.

Cow Unlike a Machine.
Remember that the cow Is not ex-

actly like a machine or' a mill. You
can't put In a. certain .food and get
milk of desired quality, The cow
makes It In her own Individual way.

It requires careful management to
plan farm work so that tho work
horses, like idlo men, aro an expen-
sive luxury. Try to avoid a "rush"
season.

LESSON FOR MAY 24

UNPROFITABLE SERVANTS.

LESSON TEXT-L- uk 17:1-1- 0.

GOLDKN TEXT "He that glorleth, lt
him glory In the Lord." I Cor. 1:11.

This lesson Is closely connected
with that of last week; whilo spoken
especially to his dlsclplos It was most
probably at tho samo tlmo and in
tho same atmosphere as that of the
othor lesson. Tho teaching is a con-

tinuation of that JUBt given and which
grow out of the hospitality Jesus re-

ceived In tho Pharisee's house. Tho
heart of Jesus was filled with compas-
sion for tho needy multitude. Ho,
the Good Shepherd, was Booking tho
lost sheep. His nnger was kindled
ngalnst the men whoso lovo of money
and of show had calloused them In
the presence of thtB multitude. It
was In this spirit that ho turned and
taught his disciples.

A Special Warning.

I. "Take Heed to Yourselves," vv.
It Is inevitable that occasion of

stumbling shall come. Satan 1b not
going to 16so his spoil without putting
forth his best endeavor to hold, to en-

snare, to trap men. God, howovor,
has taken this Into his plan and make3
thorn to work out for the good of his
people, Ps. 76:10; II Cor. 12:7. Why
doos Ood permit evil In tho world?
He uses those stumbling blocks to
test us and wo who aro approved aro
made manifest, I Cor. 11:10. This does
not mean that wo are guiltless if
through ono wo fall, nor minimize tho
guilt of tho ono through whom thoy
come, seo Matt. 18:7. Wo aa follow-

ers must go to every possible length
to avoid being an occasion to another,
I Cor.8:9, 13; 10:32; Rom. 14:13. In
this lesson (v. 2) Jesus sounds a spe-

cial warning against those who causo
one of his llttlo ones to stumble, o. .,

those weak In faith, this hungering
multltudo who follow him, theso
"babes In Christ," as well as children
of tender years. Particularly, how-

ever, Is this doom pronounced upon
thoso who divert from paths of right-
eousness tho course of childhood. Not
only mon who prey upon thoso of ten-

der years, who exploit their labor
or cause their moral corruption, but
careless and indifferent parents should
ponder theso words. To hinder a child
rrom accepting Christ or cause It to
stumblo through a sinful example will
reap an nwful retribution. The word
"theso" as hero used Is another In-

dication of tho nearess of childhood
to our Lord In hla earthly life.

To avoid such a danger each indi-
vidual life must "take heed" (v. 3),
(I Tim. 5:1C). Appealing to hla dis-

ciples Jesus showed them their true
nttltudo towards a sinning man was
to rebuko him, Lev. 19:17, and If ho
repented he should bo forgiven. It
was here that the Pharisees and rulers
had failed. Thoy were "blind leaders
of the blind" and failed to seo the
eagorness of tho sinners and public-

ans to henr Jesus, a movement which
Indicated a desire to reach a higher
rnoral plane. Understanding this, thoy
would havo forgiven them ovon though
It to bo unto "seven tlmea In tho day."
Forgiveness here monnB to dlsmlBB or
to send away as though tho offense
had never occurred; thus God for-

gives us, Isa. 37:17; MIcah, 7:19; Ps.
103:12; Matt. 6:12. Tho uso of th
perfect number soven Indicates t;hat
there Is to be no limit, but that our
forgiveness should always bo ready
for tho man who who comes saying,
"I repent." Wo are not to watt for
him to glvo evidences of being re-

pentant before we extend our par-

don.

II. "Increaso Our Faith," vv. 3:10.
Such a program as that Just outlined
must have staggered tho apostles as
they thought of their own Inability so
to conduct their lives.

est faith. Faith Is a princlplo neces-
sary to overcorao the obstacles in
tho way of measuring up to his ideals
If It Is of tho right quality, It Is equal
to tho doing of tho most mighty things.
Passing from this contrast Jesus UBe
